I’d  like  to  extend  an  apology  to  Cecil  and  all  IASAC  members  for  my 
“Pet  Peeve’  essay.  I  thought  it  was  obvious  from  my  writing  style  that 
the  column  was  meant  to  be  taken  as  an  Andy  Rooney-esque  piece  of 
hiunor.  I  guess  t  wasn’t. 

I’m  disappointed  that  Starcher  would  think  or  imply  that  1  would  shun  or 
disregard  genuine  inquiries  about  anything  numismatic-related.  I  must 
not  have  made  it  absolutely  clear  that  the  two  questions  were  meant  to  be 
taken  in  conjunction  with  one  another.  “What’s  it  worth?”  was  always 
given  a  thoughtful,  careful  and  usually  explicit  answer.  But,  often,  it  was 
followed  with  a  disbelieving,  “What’s  it  REALLY  worth?”  from  some 
non-collector.

I  didn’t  preface  my  essay  with  the 
background  information  of  how  the  Monroe  Coin  Club  had  just  spent  a 
week  at  the  local  county  fair  answering  innumerable  questions  from 
collectors  and  non-collectors  alike  about  our  numismatic  displays  and 
various  other  numismatic  topics.

Cecil  Starcher  #378 
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r  Mints  of  Yesteryear  and  Still  Going  Strong  ^

What  better  way  to  start  the  New  Year  than  by  reading  about  mints  of 
yesteryear  that  are  still  going  strong,  thanks  to  those  die-heart  minters1 
Hope  you  enjoy,  and  a  very  Happy  New  Year  to  everyone. 

Guess  who  is  listed  as  an  online-dealer?  The  Patrick  Mint.  Yes, 

Patrick  Mint,  one  of  1 56  minters  listed  in  the  5th  edition  An  Indexed 
Guide  Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars,  published  in  1 991 .  It  was  by  sheer  luck 
that  1  stumbled  onto  Patrick  Mint’s  listing,  and  as  a  result,  wondered  how 
many  other  mints  of  yesterday  are  still  in  existence  today?  Voila! 

Another  article  in  the  making,  and  by  the  time  you  read  this,  an  article 
already  researched,  written  and  in  print. 

Patrick  Mint  goes  back  to  the  beginning  of  art  bar  times,  as  they  were 
one  of  73  minters  listed  in  the  1st  edition  of  the  guidebook  (1975), 
having  produced  1 2  silver  art  bars.  By  the  time  the  5lh  edition  was 
printed,  Patrick  Mint  had  produced  a  total  of  32  bars,  all  of  which  were 
issued  in  1973.  Addresses  of  mints  were  listed  by  the  time  the  second 
guidebook  was  out.  Back  then,  the  address  listed  for  Patrick  Mint  was 
Mill  Valley,  California.  Today,  home  for  Patrick  Mint  is  in  Santa  Rosa, 
California.  They  are  listed  as  The  Patrick  Mint,  Coiners  & 

Numismatists  since  1957.’  Could  this  be  the  same  mint?  My  guess  is 
yes.  Unfortunately,  Patrick  Mint  no  longer  produces  silver  art  bars. 
Instead,  they  are  selling  tokens,  many  overruns  minted  nearly  25  years 
ago,  along  with  a  host  of  various  coins  for  sale.  They  also  offered  for 
sale  a  Y2K  pure  silver  medal  (only  2,000  made). 

I  discovered  a  listing  for  Joel  D.  Rettew,  a  minter  who  was  listed  in  the 
3rd  edition  guidebook  who  is  still  in  business  today  Hooray  for  Joel!  In 
1973  his  company  made  the  82ml  ANA  convention  bars  and  several 
Christmas  bars.  These  days  he  is  listed  as  ‘Joel  D.  Rettew,  Coins  for  the 
Collector  ~  for  50  Years  ~  a  Trusted  Name  in  Numismatics  and  serving 
the  collector  since  1953.’ 

Sunshine  Minting  is  still  popping  out  those  one-ounce  silver  bars  as 
bullion.  They  also  produce  10-ounce  and  100-ounce  silver  bars  in 
today’s  market!  Sunshine  Minting  is  no  longer  associated  with  Sunshine 
Mining,  having  separated  in  1994.  It  was  not  until  the  5,h  edition 
guidebook  of  1991  that  Sunshine  Mining  bars  were  listed.  Of  the  22  bars 
^listed,  only  one  is  dated  ( 1985).  Four  of  the  22  were  the  enameled  J 
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wildflower  senes.  Presently,  the  company  is  a  major  silver  bullion 
supplier,  producing  silver  for  the  U  S  Mint’s  Silver  Eagle  program. 

Washington  Mint  produced  63  silver  art  bars,  according  to  the  lsl 
edition,  which  lists  their  address  in  Beachwood,  Ohio.  Washington  Mint 
went  on  to  produce  a  total  of  14 1  bars,  many  of  which  were  gold-plated 
Washington  Mint  LLC  is  listed  online.  Could  this  be  Washington  Mint 
from  back  in  1973?

A-Mark  Precious  Metals,  Inc.,  located  in  Santa  Monica,  California  has 
been  in  business  since  1965  and  has  grown  into  a  full  service  precious 
metals  trading  company,  offering  precious  metals  in  the  form  of  coins, 
bars,  wafers  and  grains.  The  5lh  edition  list  A-MK-1  (A-Mark,  a  one- 
ounce  silver  bar,  undated  but  made  in  1981)  under  Commercial  and 
Miscellaneous  bars. 

We  all  know  about  Silver  Towne  as  they  go  back  to  the  beginning  of  art 
bar  creation,  revealing  seven  silver  art  bars  in  the  lsl  edition  in  1975.  By 
the  time  the  5,h  edition  was  printed.  Silver  Towne  minted  a  whopping 
171  bars!  Silver  Towne  is  still  in  existence  today,  producing  silver  art 
beauties.  *  Hat’s  off  to  Silver  Towne! 

How  many  more  small-time  or  large  commercial  operations  are  still  in 
existence  today,  either  online  or  not,  is  unknown.
